BIRMINGHAM  LEDGER 
TRIES  TO  DO 
THE  SAME. 

There  is  a  little  college  to  the 
south  of  here,  or  perhaps  to  the 
west  somewhere  down  towards 
the  gulf  or  out  towards  the  Pa- 
cific, we  forget  which — a  little 
college,  Tulane  by  name.  In  one 
of  its  blackest  of  black  head-lines, 
.the  Birmingham  Ledger  says, 
"Tulane  Talks;"  as  if  Tulane 
wore  kilts  and  had  heretofore 
lisped,  as  if  Tulane  had  spoken 
for  the  first  time  and  murmured 
"papa"  into  tke  proud  ears  of  the 
Ledger. 

The  cause  of  the  Ledger's  ex- 
ultation is  a  letter  loom  Tulane 
University  which  is  something 
to  this  effect:  "We  are  not  in 
the  association -  and  why?  Be- 
cause we  met  the  Auburnites 
last  season  and  did  not  get  beat- 
en." The  Ledger  in  commenc- 
ing on  this  puts  in  a  wes-d  or  two 
of  its  own  and  says:  "Our  Louis- 
iana friends  arc  not  poetical,  but 
truthful,  indeed."
